Bomb Mastermind Caught 


Zarqawi lieutenant admits to planning 32 Baghdad blasts 


BAGHDAD, IRAQ I An al Qaeda lieutenant in 
custody in Iraq has confessed to mastermind- 
ing most of the car bombings in Baghdad, 
including the bloody 2003 assault on the 
U.N. headquarters in the capital, authorities 
said Monday. 

Sami Mohammed Ali Said al- Jaaf, also 
known as Abu Omar al-Kurdi, was taken 
into custody Jan. 15 and confessed to 32 car 
bombings, including the bombing of the U.N. 
headquarters that killed the top U.N. envoy 
in Iraq, Sergio Vieira de Mello, and 21 other 
people, a government statement said. 


The suspect, a top lieutenant of al Qaeda’s 
Iraq leader, Abu Musab al-Zarqawi, built the 
car bomb used to attack a shrine in the Shiite 
holy city of Najaf that killed more than 85 peo- 
ple, including Ayatollah Mohammed Baqir al- 
Hakim, in August 2003, the statement said. 
It said he also assembled the bomb used in 
May to kill Izzadine Saleem, then president of 
the Iraqi Governing Council. The government 
offered no evidence to support its claims. 

The announcement followed a series of 


car bombings, kidnappings and assassina- 
tions of Iraqi security personnel, all of which 
have lowered public morale ahead of next 
week’s national elections. 

Al-Zarqawi has been trying to incite Sunni 
Arabs against the Shiite majority, playing on 
Sunni fears that the elections will spell the end 
of their privileged position in Iraq. 

Since June 28, when the interim Iraqi gov- 
ernment took power, there have been about 70 
car bombings reported in or around Baghdad, 
according to an Associated Press tally. At least

Bush: Foes 
Of Abortion 
Will Not Fail 

WASHINGTON I Abortion pro- 
testers marched though chilly 
Washington on Monday embold- 
ened by Republican election gains 
they said gave new momentum to 
their 32 -year fight to overturn Roe 
V. Wade. President Bush told them by 
phone, “This movement will not fail.” 

Protest leaders said stronger 
Republican majorities in both hous- 
es of Congress and Bush’s re-elec- 
tion reflect the public’s support for 
more restrictions on abortion. 

Bush played cheerleader in chief 
at a rally before the march, telling 
tens of thousands of anti-abortion 
protesters on the Ellipse that their 
approach to the debate this year 
would “change hearts and minds” 
of those still favoring abortion rights. 

“This is the path of the culture of 
life that we seek for our country,” 
Bush said by phone, laurie kellman (ap) 


Bush to Seek $80B for War Costs 


Aides say more money 
needed this year for 
Iraq, Afghan eonfliets 

WASHINGTON I The Bush adminis- 
tration plans to announce Tuesday it 
will request about $80 billion more 
for this year’s costs of fighting wars 
in Iraq and Afghanistan, congres- 
sional aides said Monday. 


The request would push the total 
provided so far for those wars and 
for U.S. efforts against terrorism 
elsewhere in the world to more than 
$280 billion since the first money 
were provided shortly after the Sept. 
11, 2001, airliner attacks on New 
York’s World Trade Center and the 
Pentagon. 

The package will not formal- 
ly be sent to Congress until after 


President Bush introduces his 
2006 budget on Feb. 7- But the 
aides, speaking on condition of 
anonymity, said White House 
budget chief Joshua Bolten or 
other administration officials would 
describe the spending request pub- 
licly Tuesday. 

Until now, the White House had 
not been expected to reveal details 
of the war package until after the 


budget’s release. 

The decision to do so earlier 
comes after congressional offi- 
cials argued to the administra- 
tion that withholding the war costs 
from Bush’s budget would open the 
budget to criticism that it was an 
unrealistic document. Last year, the 
spending plan omitted war expen- 
ditures and received just that cri- 
tique.

Supreme Court refuses 
ease on law keeping 
woman on life support 

WASHINGTON | The U.S. Supreme 
Court refused on Monday to step 
in and keep a severely brain- dam- 
aged woman hooked to a feeding 
tube, all but ending a long-running 
right-to-die battle pitting her hus- 
band against her parents. 

It was the second time the 
Supreme Court dodged the polit- 
ically charged case from Florida, 
where Republican Gov. Jeb Bush 
successfully lobbied the Legislature 
to pass a law to keep 41 -year- old 
Terri Schiavo on life support. 

The Florida Supreme Court 
ruled that the law was an uncon- 
stitutional effort to override court 
rulings. The nation’s high court 
refused without comment to dis- 
turb that decision. 

The decision was criticized as 


“judicial homicide” by Mrs. Schiavo’s 
father, Robert Schindler, but praised 
by her husband, Michael Schiavo, 
who says his wife never wanted to 
be kept alive artificially. 

The case now goes back to state 
Judge George Greer, who already 
has ruled that the feeding tube could 
be withdrawn, gina Holland (ap)

Gitmo Suicide Bid Detailed 


23 detainees tried to 
kill themselves in mass 
protest, military says 

SAN JUAN, PUERTO RICO I Twenty- 
three terror suspects tried to hang or 
strangle themselves during a week- 
long protest orchestrated in 2003 to 
disrupt operations and unnerve new 
guards at the U.S. military camp at 
Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, the U.S. 
military said Monday. 

Officials hadn’t previous- 
ly reported the incidents, which 
the military called “self-injurious 
behavior” aimed at getting atten- 
tion rather than serious suicide 
attempts. 

The coordinated attempts were 
among 350 “self-harm” incidents 
that year, including 120 so-called 
“hanging gestures,” at the secretive

prison that opened after the Sept. 11, 
2001 attacks, according to spokes- 
man Lt. Col. Leon Sumpter. 

In the Aug. 18-26, 2003, protest, 
nearly two dozen prisoners tried to 
hang or strangle themselves with 
clothing and other items in their 


cells, demonstrating “self-injuri- 
ous behavior,” the U.S. Southern 
Command in Miami said in a state- 
ment. Ten detainees made a mass 
attempt on Aug. 22 alone. 

Last year, there were 110 self- 
harm incidents, Sumpter said. 

Only two of the 23 were consid- 
ered suicide attempts — requiring 
hospitalization and psychiat- 
ric treatment. Officials said they 
differentiated between a suicide 
attempt and a “gesture” aimed at 
getting attention. 

The 2003 protests came as the 
camp suffered a rash of suicide 
attempts after Maj. Gen. Geoffrey 
Miller took command with a 
mandate to get more information 
from prisoners accused of links to 
al Qaeda or Afghanistan’s Taliban 
regime, which had sheltered Osama 
bin Laden, paisley dodds (ap)

Northeast Digging Out 
From Crippling Blizzard 


DENNIS, MASS. I Snowdrifts 6 feet 
high kept some Massachusetts resi- 
dents trapped in their homes, and 
commuters across the Northeast 
limped back to work on icy roads 
and packed trains Monday as the 
region struggled to dig out from a 
paralyzing weekend blizzard.

SUDAN 

Main Rebel Movement in 
South Ratifies Peace Deal 

An agreement to end Africa’s lon- 
gest-running civil war won unani- 
mous endorsement Monday from 
the leaders of Sudan’s main south- 
ern rebel movement, paving the 
way for a new constitution and a 
power-sharing government. Sudan’s 
national Parliament also must sign 
off on the deal; deliberations begin 
Saturday. The 21-year war has pitted 
the Arab Muslim- dominated gov- 
ernment in Khartoum against rebels 
fighting for greater autonomy and a 
larger share of the country’s wealth 
in the largely African Christian and 
animist south. More than 2 million 
people have died, (ap) 

VIETNAM 

17 Sentenced to Death on 
Drug-Trafficking Charges 

Seventeen people were sentenced to 
death by firing squad Monday for 
drug trafficking, a record for a single 
trial in Vietnam, an official said. The 
17 were convicted of trafficking 1,813 
pounds of heroin into Vietnam from 
neighboring Laos and Cambodia, 
said presiding Judge Nguyen Due 
Sau. The convicted have 15 days to

Thousands Protest Gas Hikes 

Thousands of Bolivians took to 
the streets of Santa Cruz Monday 
in the latest in a series of protests 
against President Carlos Mesa’s 
plans to raise gasoline prices in 
South America’s poorest country. 
The unpopular decision to cut sub- 
sidies for gas, thereby increasing 
its price to consumers, has set off

“never again,” the U.N. General 
Assembly commemorated the 
both anniversary of the liberation 
of the Nazi death camps with a spe- 
cial session Monday, a stark change 
for a body that has been reluctant 
to address the extermination of the 
Jews during World War II. 

Holocaust survivor Elie Wiesel, 
a Nobel peace prize winner, joined 
world leaders in confronting a 
question that has long haunted 
the United Nations: whether its 
member states have the will to stop 
future genocide. With mass atroci- 
ties in Sudan’s Darfur region, the 
question took on new poignancy. 

“Yyes, I am convinced if the 
world had listened to those of us 


who tried to speak, we may have pre- 
vented Darfur, Cambodia, Bosnia, 
and naturally Rwanda,” Wiesel told 
the General Assembly. 

There were subtle reflections of 
change at the United Nations, where 
efforts to condemn anti-Semitism 
had been blocked for years by the 
Soviet Union. Ireland withdrew a 
resolution in 2003 condemning 
anti-Semitism because of Muslim 
and Arab opposition. 

Secretary- General Kofi Annan 
made a rare reference by a U.N. chief 
to the Holocaust by name before the 
General Assembly. And a photog- 
raphy exhibit opened at the U.N.’s 
headquarters with images from the 
death camps, the first such exhibit 
at the United Nations, (ap) 


Kremlin Antagonist to Be Ukraine’s PM 


MOSCOW I Ukraine President Viktor 
Yushchenko named his fiery, popu- 
list ally as prime minister Monday 
during a visit to Moscow, a move 
that upstaged his fence-mending 
meeting with Russia’s president. 

Yushchenko made Russia his 
first foreign visit as president, a 
nod to Moscow’s historic and eco- 


nomic ties to Ukraine. He also need- 
ed to smooth ties after President 
Vladimir Putin’s overt support for 
his rival. But during their meeting, 
Yushchenko’s office announced in 
Kiev that Yulia Tymoshenko, 44, 
would be the next prime minister.

Shiites: Iraq Won’t

BAGHDAD I The candidate list 
endorsed by Iraq’s top Shiite cleric 
is likely to emerge as the dominant 
political group in Sunday’s election. 
But his followers said Monday they 
aren’t looking to create a cleric-led 
Islamic state. 

The bloc backed by Grand 
Ayatollah Ali al-Sistani probably 
will have to negotiate a govern- 
ing coalition with other politi- 
cal groups, including rival Sunni 
Arabs, a minority that long domi- 
nated Iraq’s Shiite majority.

Debate on Zhao Burial Persists 


BEIJING I Chinese authorities and 
Zhao Ziyang’s family couldn’t 
agree Monday on where the oust- 
ed Communist Party leader’s final 
resting place will be following his 
death last week, an activist who was 
in contact with the family said.

SAN JOSE, CALIF. I With its music 
downloads selling at a rate of 
more than a million per day, Apple 
Computer Inc. said Monday cus- 
tomers have purchased more than 
250 million songs from its online 
iTunes Music Store. 

The store, now available in 15 
countries, is selling 1.25 million 


songs at 99 cents apiece per day, 
the company said. 

Apple helped invigorate the mar- 
ket for legal music downloads when 
it launched the iTunes store in April 
2003. Its robust sales far outpace 
rival services. The success is due in 
part to Apple’s wildly popular iPod 
portable music players, which do not 


play songs purchased from compet- 
ing online music stores. 

The Cupertino -based company 
sold 4.5 million iPods in the fourth 
quarter and more than 10 million 
since its debut in October 2001.

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Students Fight 
Textbook Prices 

Cost of books ‘out of control,’ Va. group says 


RICHMOND, VA. I A lobbying orga- 
nization for college -age Virginians 
is urging the General Assembly 
to pass legislation targeting the 
high price of textbooks at campus 
bookstores. 

“As any student or parent with a 
child in college knows, the price of 
textbooks has gotten out of control,” 
Virginia Tech student body presi- 
dent Sumeet Bagai, representing 
Virginia21, said at a news confer- 
ence Monday. 

He said the price of college text- 
books and supplies averages $817 
per semester, a 238 percent increase 
over the past decade. Representatives 
of textbook publishers and college 
bookstores disputed Virginia2l’s 
numbers, saying the average is 
closer to $400 per semester. 

Nevertheless, Bagai said stu- 
dents are hit with “a serious case 
of sticker shock” when they buy their 
required textbooks. Students typ- 
ically can’t find out which books 
they will need until the first day of 
classes, making comparison shop- 


ping impossible, Bagai said. 

Virginia21 released a list of 23 
textbooks and their prices at cam- 
pus bookstores and from Internet 
sources. The online prices had an 
average savings of 32 percent. 

Del. Glenn Oder, R-Newport 
News, is sponsoring legislation 
that would require campus book- 
stores to make the list of required 
textbooks available to students as 
soon as they receive it. The idea is 
to give students time to search for 
the books from other sources. 

“When consumers don’t have 
information about which books 
will be required in advance, the 
campus bookstore becomes an 
artificial monopoly, destroying 
the power of the free market to set 
fair prices,” Bagai said. 

The bill also prohibits publish- 
ers from offering kickbacks to pro- 
fessors for assigning certain books. 
Oder and Virginia21 representatives 
said this is a necessary protection 
even though kickbacks have not 
been a problem in Virginia, (ap) 


BY THE NUMBERS: Jennifer Libertowski, spokeswoman for the National 
Association of College Stores, said campus bookstores already do all 
they can to hold down costs for students. She said the bookstores’ profit 
margin on textbooks is 22%. “It’s stayed the same for the last decade,” 
she said. “That’s low when you consider typical retail margins are 28% to 40%.” (ap)

Despite Fierce Competition 


DVD rental company 
continues to hold its 
own as profit doubles 

SAN FRANCISCO I Nctflix Inc.’s 
fourth -quarter profit more than 
doubled as the online DVD rental 
pioneer continued to broaden its 
audience despite stiffening competi- 
tion from its much larger rivals. 

The Los Gatos -based company 
said Monday that it earned $4.8 
million, or 8 cents per share, during 
the final three months of last year. 
That compared with net income of 


$2.3 million, or 4 cents per share, 
during the same 2003 period. 

The performance indicated that 
Netflix is holding its own in a price 
war that had raised investor con- 
cerns about the company’s ability to 
ward off an aggressive online expan- 
sion by Blockbuster. Wal-Mart also 
is taking aim at Netflix in hopes of 
luring those who place online rental 
orders for DVDs. 

Despite the challenges, Netflix 
ended December with 2.6 million 
subscribers, a three-month gain of 
17 percent, or 381,000 additional

Attorney General’s Office to revise 
guidelines for handling future dem- 
onstrations. Future mass arrests 
will require evidence against any- 
one taken into custody.

Jorge Garcia of ‘Lost’ 
is determined to 
break stereotypes 

NEW FACES I Jorge Garcia is one of 
a kind. With his generously sized 
frame, massive shag of hair and 
laid-back California- dude demean- 
or, the actor has a distinctive pres- 
ence that casting directors and 
couch potatoes alike can’t help but 
take notice of “There’s no one quite 
like him,” said “Lost” casting direc- 
tor April Webster. “He’s a one-er, 
as they say.” 

Garcia’s unique persona helped 
him land a role on “Lost,” ABC’s 
runaway hit about a diverse group 
of plane crash survivors marooned 
on a mysterious island. 

As easygoing Hugo “Hurley” 
Reyes, Garcia has emerged as a 
major fan favorite, an accessible, 
everyman kind of character that 
seems to be universally loved.

The character of Hurley didn’t 
exist prior to Garcia’s audition — 
at least not in the form that ended 
up onscreen. “[The creators] had 
this part of Hurley, but [they] hadn’t 
written anything for Hurley yet. He 
was going to be this redneck, 50- 
year-old hunter guy,” said Webster. 
“And then when they saw Jorge, they 
just decided to make the charac- 
ter him.” 

Though Garcia’s distinctive look 
seems to have worked for him, he 
has been offered his share of typical 
“fat guy” roles, some of which he’s 
passed on. “Sometimes, like, [with] 
the fat guy stuff, you’re stuck with 
a lot of bad jokes to be the butt of,” 
he said.

RE-POSITIONING I Calling it a “whole 
new era for network television,” NBC 
Universal Television President Jeff 
Zucker admitted Friday that the loss 
of “Friends” “turned out to be a little 
tougher than we expected.” 

Even Fox, which has lagged all 
season in the ratings, is likely to 
remain a contender now that its 
ratings juggernaut, “American 
Idol,” has premiered its fourth 
season with record ratings. 

Zucker and NBC President of 
Entertainment Kevin Reilly talk- 
ed about the network’s lukewarm 
performance during an open forum 
with reporters at the semiannual 
gathering of the Television Critics 
Association in Universal City. 

For the first time in several 
years, NBC entered the gather- 
ing not as the No. 1 network but 
in third place. Both executives 
acknowledged the network is 
struggling but expressed optimism 
that their new crop of shows — 
such as “Medium,” “Committed,” 
“The Office” and “The Contender” 
and the miniseries “Revelations” 
and “Hercules”— will help turn 


things around. 

Zucker also said the network is 
doing what it can to hold onto Katie 
Couric, the co-host of the “Today” 
show. Couric’s contract with NBC 
ends in 18 months, and it is rumored 
that Viacom co-chair Leslie Moonves, 
who oversees the CBS television net- 
work, has met with her. 

And as Zucker pointed out, the 
race is close, and NBC remains the 
leader among affluent, 18-to-49- 
year-old viewers — a factor that 
he expects advertisers to take 
into consideration when ordering 
their purchases for commercial 
spots this fall. 

Reilly took leadership of the net- 
work in July after a successful run 
at basic cable network FX, where he 
developed critically acclaimed and 
award-winning hits, such as “The 
Shield” and “Nip/Tuck.” He said in 
an interview that he believes NBC 
hired him to “create some noisier 
fare.” 

“We’re looking to make some 
waves,” Reilly said. “I just want 
to get back to what NBC does 
best, which is put on shows that 
try to take some chances that are 
smart and of a high- caliber execu- 
tion, and take a few chances con- 
ceptually.”

Worshiping a Callous Idol’ 


Fox’s cash cow gets

The weird world of 
competitive whiskers 
is a big hairy deal 

It takes Bruce Roe 30 minutes of 
twisting, tweaking and hairspraying 
to get his 10 -inch Wild West mus- 
tache competition-ready. His wife 
hunts stray whiskers with scissors 
before he goes on stage. 

Such is life for those who com- 
petitively cultivate their facial hair. 
In this little-know world, men travel 
thousands of miles to show off mus- 
taches and beards that range from 
the handlebar to the Fu Manchu. 
Each of 17 categories is rigidly 
defined by dimension, shape and 
styling aid. 

And as with so many compet- 
itive endeavors, it is not without 
controversy. International rifts 
have formed over where and when 
to hold the whisker championships, 
how to define varieties of facial hair 
— Should the Dali really be its own 
category? — and perhaps most sig- 


nificantly, over who should regulate 
the pastime. 

There have been stealth votes, 
boycotts and power plays. Among 
those caught in the fray are Roe and 
his hirsute friends in Bremerton, 
Wash. -based Whisker Club. 

Roe, 53, has sported whiskers 
since about 1970. His wife, Tommie, 
likes to say, “A kiss without a tickle 
isn’t worth a nickel.” 

Roe learned of the World Beard 



and Mustache Championships in 
1997 and went to Trondheim, 
Norway, for the competition that 
year. “I was overwhelmed,” he said. 
“I thought, we have to get something 
like this going.” 

Roe could find no evidence of 
a beard or mustache club in the 
United States. But he worked 
with another enthusiastic whis- 
ker-bearer — Gary Johnson, owner 
of a 22 -inch -wide mustache. Roe 




and Johnson began meeting once a 
month for drinks, and the Whisker 
Club was born. 

The world’s oldest whisker club 
is the Handlebar Club of London, 
founded in 1947- Members must 
sport a “hirsute appendage to the 
upper lip with graspable extremi- 
ties.” In the 1980s, clubs began 
proliferating in Germany; today, 
whisker championships are front- 
page news. 



It was a German club that orga- 
nized the first world championships 
in a small Black Forest town in 
1990. Then things got hairy. 

The Germans offended the 
Norwegians. The U.S. offended the 
Germans. The Germans offended 
the U.S. right back. 

The issue was resolved in the 
manner of trade disputes and 


nuclear disarmament: by inter- 
national summit. Representatives 
from seven countries, including 
Germany, met in Berlin this past 
November, and formed the World 
Beard and Mustache Association. 

“In my mind, a democratic union 
of groups is the way to go,” Roe said. 
“But I think it’s going to be a deep 
row to hoe.” gene johnson (ap)
